Lioyd George to Follow 

After Mr. Bonar Law's speech 
Thursday the floor will be taken by 
Lloyd George. 

Throughout the premier’s confer- 
ence, the policy of force has clashed 
with that of foresight on the repara- 
tions issue, according to the British, 
with the result that the year 1922 will 
end with almost as great an allied 
discord as did the year 1921. 

It is pointed out that the Fren:! 
attitude has considerably altered 
since the summer; even the French 
no longer‘hope to exact £6,600,090,000 
set by the first reparations plan, but 
as there is still a wide difference re- 
garding the methods of obtaining a 
third of that sum, which is now 
considered possible to obtain:

Heart of Business District Is 


Damaged to the Extent of 
$125,000 


LETHBRIDGE, Dec, 11.—Historie 
land marks in the Leart of the business 
district of the city, were levelled to 
the ground today by fire. The bijuld- 
ing occupied by Dewolfes Shoe store, 
Keith confectionery and Kirkby’s 
bakery were built In the eighties 
among the very oldest business blocks 
in the city. Closer investigations into 
the loss places it at upwards of $125,- 
000 with the loss about three-fourths 
covered by insurance, P, Burns and 
company, the heaviest losers, had 
hundreds of carcasses destroyed, in 
addition to immense stocks of poultry 
for the Christmas trade, Only Satur- 
day they had removed from their abat- 
toir to the destroyed refrigerator plant 
all of the meats in storage. The fire 
is a myatery. 

The fire fighters concentrated on 
the P. Burns ammonia plant making 
it a mags of ice. This prevented an ex- 


plosion which probably would have 
sent the flames raging down Third 
avenue to the Hicks-Sel.l Hardware

It may be, indeed, 
that we are unduly impatient of de- 
lay, realizing perhaps inadequacly 
that the destruction wrought by four 
years. of devastating war can, only 
be repaired by long and Jaborious 
work and thrift. 

This much is certain, unless new 
principles of economics are set up, 
the European nations staggering un- 
der heavy burdens of debt and taxa- 
tion can reach solvency only by 
steadily inoreasing their production 
and creating credits by sales abroad; 
even loans and extensions will mere- 
ly alleviate, not remove, their diffi- 
culties. 

CONCLUDING REMARKS 

In conclusion, the crisis of 1920-1 
has passed into history. The fact 
that the depression was world-wide 
makes it highly improbable that the 
return to normal will be other than 
a\ow. 

We have experienced a more sud- 
den and acute depression of trade 
than our generation had ever known, 
jand though conditions, including the 
jasricultural results, are undoubtediy 
more favorable, prudent business 
men will not bull up an unduly

CONDITIONS IN THE UNITED 


STATES 
From what one can learn, funda- 
mental conditions in the United 
Gtates underlying the foreward move- 
ment of business which began some 
months ago are sound, as evidenced 


by the prompt resumption of prog 
ress in various industries as soon 48 
the retarding infivences of the strike 
@ituation were removed. 

The Un'ted States can, for a time, 
remain self-contained, but a year 5 
two of business activity will dou:- 
leas convince the most skeptical tha 
that country cannot remain aloof 
@nd live unto itself. For a time the 
home market can absorb a very large 
proportion of the country’s produc 
4ion, but after the saturation 
has been reached, economic conditions 
demand that an outlet must be found 
for the svrpius products, falling 
which, depression in business gener- 
ally, with lower prices, will be .the 
natural @esult.

The banking system of Canada is 
the product of long experience, It 
has operated to the advantage of 
the people, despite an occas'onal 
failure from which, however, no 
country and no plan has been free. I 
can confidently claim that to ven- 
ture upon radical changes in the 
Banking system is to incur grave 
danger to the stab'lity of trade and 
to imperil the credit structure of the 
country, and I know of nothing more 
certain to arrest ¢he development 
and progress of Canada than rash 
experiments in the domain of banking 
and currency, 

LABOR AND CUSTS. 


The labor problem and its near- 
relation, the cost of living. are still 
with us. Certain classes of labor have 
accepted a lower wake, but there has

It ig trite, yet undeniable, to re- 
mark that in Canada, as elsewhere, 
jtrade generally has not been good. 
Bankers, more distinctly than others, 
perceive the detailed results of this 
condition, which in large metsure is 
brought home to them through losses 


and d.minished profits. 
In the case of our own Bank, if 
losses are moderate, as they have 


been, it must of necessity be the re- 
mult of prudence in granting credits 
jand of accurate perception of the in- 
}exorable work ing of economic lawa, 
for there is little that can be ascribed 
to luck in such matters, 

Criticism of bankers is naver lack- 
ing in Canada, but I trust it is re- 
cognized that the best interests of 
our shareholders and of that much 
larger section of the community, our 
depositors, continue to be fully pro- 
tected, while we have at the same 
time met the proper requirements of 
all borrowing customers. 

Naturally we have less control 
over our profits; yet you will observe 
‘that We have earned our dividend for 
|the past year and are fortunately 
j able to pay a two per cent bonus 
as well. We enter upon a new year 
with confidence born of strength and 
exper'ence. 

Before going into a detailed ex- 
| planation of the various itema in our 
balance sheet and the factors that 
affect our well-being, it is customary 
for your General Manager to touch 
upon the general trade and financial 
situation and outlook. 

Your President has covered the 
matter amply. My views can Be ex- 
pressed in very few words indeed, 

Canada’s economic position is not 
eat'sfactory. How could it be satis- 
factory; with the whole financial 
world out of joint? As everyone is 
aware, our trowbles are partly the 
result of this universal condition;

don and Paris continue to be most

executive in intimate touch with 
financ'al and other developments 
abroad. 


The improved valuo of the pouma 
sterling in terms of the Canadian dol- 
lar inspires us to look forward to .he 
time when Canada gay again 
issue loans in London, where a warm 
welcome would be accorded to 89 
popular a_ borrower: Rates for 
money ‘n London steadily declined 
throughout the year, but the fall had 
been anticipated, with the result that 
our resources in London have been 
continuously employed to the best 
advantage practicable and without 
sacrificing liquidity. : 

There is evidence of increasing in- 
terest by Canadian producers and 
manufacturers in the English mar- 
ket, and vice versa, and we have 
every reason to believe that the ser- 
vices our London Office is rendering 
{n conjunction with our Foreign De- 
artment in Head Office, in furnish- 
ng information as well as other as- 
sistance, are fostering this move- 
ment to the benefit of Empire trade 
and to the direct advantage of the 
Bank's customers. 

The new office of out Paris subsi- 
diary was opened in February of this 
year, and we have received many 
compliments on its dignified appear- 
ance. The Place Vendome, where it 
ie situated, is, I need hardly say, one 
of the best known and most centtal 
spots in Paris, and large numbers of 
Canadians and other visitors have 
made use of the facilities offered. 

The high tariff measures adopted 
by the United States has restricted 
the export from Canada of many of 
our farm products, for which we must 
now seek markets elsewhere, Yet It 
ia noteworthy that the trade figures 
of a recent month showed Canada 6e 
first of all countries a8 a consumer 
of United States’ goods, and first also 
as a provider ofythe United States’ 
importing needa. 

Canada borrowed in New York 
$249,000,000 out of an estimated total 
of $700,000,000 raised in that gentre 
by foreign countries during the nine 
months ended 30th September. Our 
borrowings were chiefly new money, 
and $100,000,000 of the amount was 
raised by the Dominion Government 
on conspicuously favorable terms to 
Canada. 

It may be of interest ut this point 
to state that Canada'e debt abroad, 
according to a close analysis, is how 
labout $3,600,000,000, divisiblo as fol- 
lows:
